"Thtrd— In any violation of this or- 
der yon are InstrnOted to* take the 
name of the own^r and driver and the 
number of snch machine and order 
(he offender to report in the police 
court at 2 p. m. the following day to 
answer to such violation ot said traf- 
fic ordinance. 

"Fourth — The officer making the 
arrest will report same to the Ser 
geant of police, who will file a writ 
ten report to the Chief of Police."

The president 1b working in thn 
cloBest unanimity with Lord Cecil 
and General Smuts on the draft for 
the conatltutlon, which provides tor 
a permanent organisation, to meet re- 
gularly and to have machinery for ar- 
bitration and economic punishments. 

Complete agreement on the frame- 
work is anticipated before Premier 
Lloyd George leaves %r London nt 
the end of the week. . < 

Preaidont 'Wilson met' with the 
Peace Bureau this morning. The Bal- 
kan situation was discussed, with 
particular reference to Greece's poli- 
tical and territorial claims. 

Premier VenlaeloB was the princi- 
pal speaker. ' 

The president haa under consider- 
ation plans for reporting progress oi 
the peace conference regularly to 
Congress In the future. 

Reports from the Tailed States ir\ 
dicate there Is need of exnlaining 0' 
details ot various problems bein 
worked out, as a misunderstanding !

Mr. DodBon, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
George Dodsnn, wan l)oi n in .Maysville 
on November 26, 1841, and was there- 
fore In his seventy-eighth year. Prac- 
tically all of his life was spept In this 
city. He has been Identified with the 
wholesale grocery business here since 
1856 when he engaged In business 
with his father. In 1868 tlio business 
was sold out to Lurtey & Cummlnga 
and Mr. Dodson went to Cincinnatf 
where; he remained until 1871 when 
he again established himself In the 
grocery business here and bo Iimk 
been continuously In tliat business 
since. 

nesides his grocery business, which 
was one of the largest In this section, 
be was the owner of six large Mason 
ounty farms and mneh city property 
and be was reckoned as the wealth- 
est citizen in the county. 

ITe was retiring in disposition and 
never held ofllce. He never belonged 
to any society of any. kind except the 
Episcopal church, of which he was 
Senior Warden. He was also a direc-

Poradii*to-per8on meaaagea ahall ha 
approximately 25 per cent higher 
than station-to-station calls.

messenger tbull take the appointment 
rate, plus cost of messenger fee.
